REPORT 


OF THE 


Superintending School Committter. 


The Superintending School Committee respectfully present the 
following as his Annual Report of the Schools of Hampton Falls: 
agreeable to law. 

DISTRICT NO. 1. 
Prudential Committee, Mr. Gro. L. Brown. 

The summer term in this district was taught by Miss Francis Li 
Pettigrew of Newburyport, Mass. This was Miss Pettigrew’s first 
attempt at teaching ; the school at the commencement was found to 
be in a very low condition both in scholarship and dicipline; it was 
some time before your committee was satisfied with the deportment of 
the school, but after a few weeks comparatively good order was re- 
*tored, and the teacher labored hard to have a good school. Most of 
the scholars made goed progress. 

The winter term in this district was taught by Mr. Joseph A. Fogg 
of Seabrook, N. H. Good order was established and more study in 
the school than in the previous term; the scholars made as good pro- 
gress in their studies as could be expected for so short a term. 

DISTRICT NO. 2. 
' Prudential Committee, Mr. Joun C. SANnBorn. 

The summer and winter terms in this district were under the  in- 
struction of Miss Clara M. Pike a resident of the district. .This was 
the first school that Miss Pike ever taught; she labored with untiring 
industry and great thoroughness, and success crowned her efforts.— 


There seemed to be great interest manifested in this school by pa- 
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rents, teacher and scholars, and by these three elements combined 
the result was a good school which made great progress. ‘The exer- 
cises at the close of the winter term were of a high order; it was a 
model school. : 
DISTRICT NO. 3. 
Prudential Committee, Mr. Joun J. Brown. 

This school during the summer and winter terms, was, under the — 
charge of Miss Ellen B. Tilton, a resident of this town ; this was Miss 
Tilton’s first school. I would say with pleasure that the school was 
well conducted; under her instructions the scholars made good pro> 
gress. By her winning manners she gained the affection of her schol- 
ars. ‘The school was a success. 

In making suggestions as regards the interest of our schools the 
past year,. I. would say, the teaching in all onr schools 
has been efficient, and the progress of the scholars highly commen-’ 
dable. Good order has been one of the marked features of our’ 
schools the past year; there may be few exceptions, but as a whole 
good order has characterized our schools. Without order no teacher 
can be successful; all else is of secondary importance. Our schools 
the past year with the exception of one short term have been thERe 
by female teachers with unusual success. 

; The scholars in districts number one and three have been very’ 
irregular in their attendance which very much retards the progress of 
these schools. Parents should cooperate with the teacher by sending! 
their children regularly and punctually to school; no teacher can do 
justice to a school where these evils exist to a great extent. They: 
should also see that their children are well supplied with text books ; 
a continual borrowing of books in a school very much annoys a teach- 
er and is not beneficial to a school. 

v4 I would recommend that the Prudential Committees should hold . 
ée their district meetings earlier in the season than is practiced in some 
of our districts so as to enable them to secure first class teachers. If 
you have had a good teacher the past year secure her service another 
_ year if possible. On the whole our schools for the past year have 
been very successful. May the efforts of the coming year be more —
